1 ‘Wetaskiwin Diatrict, which eoninrises ‘yomo (28, 000 dquare 
miles of Vory ‘fertile soll, id situated along the valloy’ of: tlid ‘Battto Riyor., 
It te the most attractive in tho North West, tho country having’ a. Parl 
like appearance and is pleasing to the eye. Poplar and willow groves are 
interwoven with large tracts of prairie covered with luxurant grasses and 
herbage ready'to be used os pasture land, to furnish an abundant supply 
of hay for winter use or to be broken by the plough, Already in this dis- 
trict some 65,000 acres are in cultivation’ and tho results obtained are 
eminently satisfactory indeed. All classes of cereals are grown und tho 
country is rapidly changing to 0 thriving farming community. Tay eur- 
face is undulating and well drained hy “numerous streams. Lakes and lake- 
lets are scattered throughout tho district, giving abundance of fresh water, 

Speaking of this portion of the North West in his geological report 
of Northern’ Alberta Prof. Tyrrell says; ‘‘We have now reached the partly 
wooded country., The soil has become richer and deeper, and instead | of 
the short buffalo grass of thie plains tho grass is longer and mixed with 
thick ‘growth of) vetch and pea-vine. forming excellent pasture, This part: 
ly wooded country lying between the: great plains to the south and the 
forests to the north has for many years attracted the favorable notice of 
travellers, and is even yet best known to many by the name !‘Tertile Belt’’ 
which was given to it by Dr. Hector in 1861.’ Wetaskiwin is the centre 
ol this district. 

Prof. Macoun in his report of this District saya: ‘‘This tract is un- 
surpassed inthe North west for its capacity to grow wheat, as the soil 
is rich, the surface is almost level: and what slope there is inclines to the 
south."’ 

The climate of the Weatskiwin District is most delightful. A better 
average of temperature or more sunny days will seldom be found. Thore 
is no dust or wind storms, for, being situated on the outer zone of the 
“Chinook Belt;'’ no reaction is felt. 

The soil is'a rich black loam with an average. depth of ‘two fect. The 
sub-soil is a dark brown clay many feet in depth. The rainy season oc- 
curs in June'and July, leaving the remainder of the year free to do all 
classes of outdoor work, and even if the rainy soason is skort no damage 
can possibly come to the crops as there is sufficient moisture in the clay 
sub-soil to mature any crop. Grain can be threshed in the open field dur- 
ing the fall months. The winter months are clear and mild with an oc- 
casional colder’ period lasting only a few days. 

Wheat, oats, baricy and all kinds of cereals and vegetables and fruits 
grow in abundance. It is not uncommon to find’ yields of wheat running 
as high as 55 bushels to the acre and oats as high os-110, although the 
average is 40 of the former and 60 of the latter. 

Horses, cattle, sheep and hogs are successfully raised upon the ‘native 
erasses. Cattle are turned off the’ range direct to the English market. 

Coal ig abundant throught the district. Wood to the west and along 
the courses of the rivers to the enst is always at hand. Water is easily 
obtained. Plenty of game aad feb of many ie are found ia all the 
lakes and rivega.

It has been thoroughly tested 
both in the Wetaskiwin district and at 
Edmonton and has so far proved high- 
ly satisfactory. 


The machine: consists of a heavy 
V-shaped frame, on’one edgo of which 
is a nino-foot knife of crucible ‘steel 
with: a chisel edge. It is drawn . by 
a team of horses and the knife cuts off 
the brush and small: trees close to the 
ground. with surprising ease. ‘The 
machine rests on wheels with — deep 
flanges, which sink’ into'the earth and 
prevent it from: sliding. 


The machine- was tested yesterday 
on the Hudson's BayCompany's pro- 
perty on First street, some distance 
north of the O.N.R. track, A Bulle- 
tin representative visited the spot and 
watched with interest the simple work 
ing of the cutter. ..Two !:orses drew 
it easily, and the keen knife cut down 
the brush’ as if it had been parer. 
Trees and roots from six to eight 
inches ‘in diameter were cut down 
easily, and the machine has been 
known to cut a hard willow stump one 
foot in diameter. 


One attractive feature of this new 
invention besides its simplicity, which 
makes it the superior to every other 
invention of this nature, {s the fact 
that it cuts off the brush close to the 
earth, This enables farmers to mow 
over land cleared by the 
cutter and also facilitates ploughing 
operations, 


As a labor gaving device it is un- 
surpassed. It: has been amply  de- 
monstrated that three men and three 
horses, with this machine, can easily 
do the work of 100:men clearing brush 
by hand. Yesterday two horses on 
the brush cutter kept three,men busy 
piling the brush, and in half ay hour 
& space was cleared’ that would © re- 
quire the labor, of a large number of 
men clearing by hand.—Bulletin.
